Edison's Latest. 


EXI'EIUMEXTS IN SUBMARINE SICXAI.l.IXc 


—HOW VESSELS AT SEA CAK TALK. 
Thomas Edison, the inventor, was in 


Philadelphia, yesterday, and had a long 
talk with a reporter about his work fur 
tiie past winter. 
, 


„ One of his most interesting experiments 
was in submarine signalling, by which 
messages can be transmitted from ship to 
ship by means of steam whistles, operated 
by keys, in the same manner as telegraph- 
ic instruments. 
AH his experiments have 


so far been confined to the waters ol the 
Caloosliatchie, in Florida, whore he has 
succeeded iu conveying intelligible mes- 
sages a distance of one mile. The princi- 
ple on whic-h he will endeavor to peifect 
his experiment is the remarkable fad'ity 
afforded by water for transmitting sound. 


Divers in the ocean have heard tin- 


swish of a steamer's wheels, fifteen iinie?^ 
awny, and Mr. Edison thinks he can trans- 
mit his message from ship to ship, n di«- 
taniie of at least seven miles. What lie 
purposes doing after hd has perfected his 
apparatus is to have the large ocean steam- 
ers equipped with the steam whistles and 
transmitters. 
Under the water-line of 


each steamer will be a sounder, connected 
with! the captain's cabin by a thin transmit- 
ting! wire running through a tube. When 
the captain of one vessel wants to signal 
another he will sit down to his key-board, 
turnjthe steam on his whistle, manipulate 
the keys and send the message out into the 
waves that break against the sounder. 
This sound will pass unbroken from wave 
to wive with remarkable velocity until it 
runs 'up against the sounder of some vessel 
or vessels which may happen to be within 
reach of the volume of sound. 


As! soon as the wave containing the 


sound strikes the sounder on the hull of 
the vessel or vessels within reach, the mes- 
sage jwill run over the electrteil wire to 
the captain's cabin, where it will Hog nn 
electrical bell. 
An attendant will then 


take flown the message as ic comes from 
the ifater, by means of telegraphic keys, 
as comfortably and correctly as though he 
were sitting in one of Jay Gould's Western 
Union Telegraph offices. 


After the message has been received the 


captain can swing his vessel around, and 
continue the message through seven miles 
of water, in the same direction, until it 
strikes another steamer, when the opera- 
tion taay be repeated until the whole 
breadth of the ocean has. been crossed. 
It will also be useful as a means of signal- 
ing by a vessel in distress. 


Mr. Edison seemed confident that his 


experiments would meet .with success, but 
regrets that he cannot send the message 
bj electricity, instead of a steamer whistle.
